Judge Prendergast was ap­ 
pointed Associate judge of the Court 
of Criminal Appeals by Governor 
Campbell a little more than a year 
ago to fill the vacancy caused by the 
I appointment cf Judge Ramsey as As­ 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court. 
He has performed his duties with 
1 that honesty of purpose which always 
| characterized his action in public of 
1 (ice and a s a private citizen. 
Always 
contending for the supremacy of law

! cape the penalties thereof by technical 


i pleadings, taking the 
impregnable 
I position that guilt established should 
* be punished, and that no technical er­ 
ror which does not deprive a defend­ 
ant of any of his rights should be al­ 
lowed to shield him. 
Judge Prendergast has been guided 
by this principle in the discharge of 
his duty as judge of the Court of 
Criminal Appeals, and has thereby 
provoked opposition from 
certain 
quarters, but his strict adherence to 
tire law in each case and his insist­ 
ence that every legal right of the de­ 
fendant be guarded and protected, 
has won for him the confidence and 
esteem of every citizen who appre­ 
ciates the services of a conscientious 
public official. Much is involved in 
the discharge of the duties devolving 
upon the judges of the higher courts. 
Texas has suffered and is still suffer­ 
ing from failure to enforce her crimi­ 
nal laws. Too many criminals have 
escaped punishment for their crimes 
because of immaterial errors in the 
trial courts. Reversals on such er- 
ors have brought contempt for the law 
and promoted anarchistic sentiment 
among our best citizens. 
The courts 
are the bilwark of our liberties, and 
must be maintained as such by keep­ 
ing men on the bench who will enforce 
the law with fidelity to the state as 
well as to the legal interests of the ac­ 
cused. Guided bv such comprehen­ 
sion of his duty, Judge Prendergast 
bas more than made good. 
Desiring 
to promote the efficiency of the courts, 
the people will endorse bis course by 
electing him to serve the ensuing 
term.—Waco Times-Herald.

Tbe most unusual part of the Smith 
letter of last Friday was his calling 
upon the Colquitt management to use 
the telephone, telegraph and circular 
letter to correct the mis-representa- 
tions regarding Judge Ramsey’s rec­ 
ord, and the deception that had been 
practiced on Smith.

Various Kinds of Applause That Are 
to be Heard in the British 
Lower House. 


The giving of applause in the Brit­ 
ish house of commons has attained 
the dignity of a science. A cheer from 
a single member Is not infrequent, but 
has little significance unless it comes 
from an important personage. 
It is 
cheering in chorus that constitutes 
the British demonstration. 
The tone of the cheering varies ac­ 
cording to the temper of those who 
cheer. First, there is the hearty, full­ 
voiced cheer of genuine approval, re­ 
sounding, awakening the echoes and 
full of encouragement. 
Next comes the low, subdued cheer, 
gradually ' spreading 
along all 
the 
benches, indicating the deep-seated 
agreement that does not seek vocifer­ 
ous or hilarious expression. 
This is 
employed either on solemn occasions 
or in moments of pathos or in ac­ 
knowledgment of some confession on 
the part of an opponent. 
Ironical cheering Is often heard in 
the commons. The tone of sarcasm Is 
always unmistakable. 
Often it is the 
greeting accorded to an argument or 
a statement by an opponent, for the 
formal denying of which there may 
not be an opportunity. 
It is hostile 
but frequently good natured enough. 
As an Intensification of this there 
is the sarcastic cheer, far sharper and 
more incisive. 
Mingled with laugh­ 
ter, it is, from the British standpoint, 
as disconcerting to the speaker as 
anything may well be. 


MAORI GETS BRAVERY MEDAL 


Australian Prisoner Rewarded for Sav­ 
ing the Life of Trooper Who Had 
Arrested Him. 


For the first time since its institu­ 
tion says the London Daily Graphic, 
the Albert medal has been awarded to 
a Maori for gallantry in saving life, 
and the circumstances connected with 
this heroic act are so extraordinary 
that they are worth giving in full. 
The recipient of the medal is an 
aboriginal native of the Roper River, 
Australia, named Neighbour, and the 
story of his brave act is given in the 
London Gazette in the notice announc­ 
ing that the king has conferred the 
medal upon him. 
On February 
I, 1911, Neighbour, 
who had been placed under arrest, was 
being conveyed 
to the Roper River 
police station by a trooper of the po­ 
lice force named Johns. 
The Wilton 
river, which was found to be in full 
flood, had to be crossed, and Johns, 
who was on horseback, and was hold­ 
ing in his hand the neck chain by 
which Neighbour was secured, set the 
prisoner to swim in front of bim, while 
he followed. 
The horse got into difficulties in 
mid-stream, and before the 
trooper 
could clear himself he was kicked in 
the face by the animal and carried off 
by the current. 
Neighbour, instead of 
using the opportunity of making his 
escape, went to Johns’ assistance and 
brought him ashore with great diffi­ 
culty and at the risk of his own life.

I was the a u th o r of the law which 
stooped an d prevented agents g o in g 
in to p ro h ib itio n te rrito ry and so licit­ 
in g o rd ers fo r whiskey and o th er in ­ 
to x ic atin g liq u o rs. 
The people will 
rem em ber how • ach com m unity was 
infested with th is class of bootleggers. 


I helped to p a s s the law know n as 
the d ep o sito ry law by which the state 
an d county m oney m ust be placed in 
placed in b a n k s p a y in g the highest 
r a te of in terest, instead of allow ing it 
to rem ain idle. 
T h is law was w orth 
$774.85 to D enton county last y e a r 
an d $790.16 to W ise county and even 
m ore to M o n tag u e c o u n ty . 


I su p p o rted an d helped pass a bill 
w hich forced the state school land to 
be sold to the h ig h e st bidder an d this 
law h as been a n d will be worth se v er­

I sup p o rted a bill which g av e the 
attorney general the rig h t to exam ine 
the books of c o rp o ra tio n s and p r o ­ 
viding for the fo rfeiture of the c h a r ­ 
ter of such c o rp o ra tio n if it should 
refuse such inspection. 
I supported a bill extending the 
scholastic age from 17 to 20.

THE GROWTH OF THE KINGDOM. 


LESSON TEX T—M ark 4:26-32, M att. 13: 
832 
GOLDEN T EX T —“Thy kingdom come, 
thy will be done, as in heaven so on 
earth .”—M att. 6:10. 


Last week w e observed the fact 
that the genesis of this new kingdom 
Jesus cam e to establish was to be 
the life, his life, when was as seed. 
The reception of the seed in various 
sorts of soil, however, made a vast dif­ 
ference as to the ultim ate outcome. 
Today w e may observe from these 
words of the Master what are to be 
the processes of the establishing of 
the kingdom, for we do not read into 
this p arab le-a record of the final con­ 
sumation, but rather that these para­ 
bles reveal different aspects of the 
same general process. 
While it is (rue that this first para­ 
ble is only recorded by St. M ark it is 
in reality a complement of these para­ 
bles about the kingdom found in the 
thirteenth of Matthew and elsewhere. 
We have already noted th at the seed 
is the word, Luke 8-11, and that the 
soil is the hearts of men, but here 
Jesus tells us th a t in the spiritual 
as in the 
m aterial 
universe 
man 
“knoweth not how” the life principle 
propogates itself. 
It is 
a 
helpful 
thought to every Christian 
worker 
that he is not to be held accountable 
for th a t p art of the process; his part 
is to he th a t of the man who shall 
cast th e seed into the ground. 
Not 
upon, but “into.” 
(v. 26). 
Having 
thus planted the seed let him ‘sleep 
and rise again” e. g., let him trust a 
wise God to see to it th a t the seed 
germ inate and bring forth. 
All 
of 
your worrying and mine cannot hasten 
the process nor change the result once 
the seed is sown, so let us be care­ 
ful to sow them right and as far as 
possible be sure we plant It in proper­ 
ly prepared soil. 


Process is Gradual. 
Again let us beware of presum ptu­ 
ousness “he knoweth not how.” 
Can 
you, my reader, define life? 
Can you 
explain the transmission, the develop­ 
ment, the propagation of life? 
W e ac­ 
cept the results of these things in na­ 
ture without questioning, why stagger 
at sim ilar things 
in 
the 
spiritual 
realm ? 
Why question the reality of 
the Christian life when we see all 
about us its results? 
In verses 22 and 
23 of this sam e chapter we are ad­ 
monished that if we have ears “let 
him h ear” (a positive injunction) and 
almost the very next word tells us 
to “take heed w hat we hear.” 
Going 
on down to verse 28 of the lesson 
we see clearly the reason for these 
wrords, for our lives will grow* and will 
reproduce each after its own kind, 
lf 
we sow wheat we reap wheat. 
Jf we 
allow tares to be sown in our lives 
we shall reap tares. 
The process is a gradual one, but a 
sure one. 
“First the blade, then the 
ear, and then the full corn in the 
ear.” 
The harvest will not take place 
until th e process be completed. 
It is 
not till the fruit is ripe th a t th e hus­ 
bandm an puts forth his sickle. 
We 
are not to bother ourselves so much 
with the process as we are to guard 
the source. 
Sow good seed and God 
will see to it that it shall bring forth. 
Let us not expect the “full corn” of 
ripe 
experience 
from 
the 
“tender 
blade” of early Christian life. 
Let us 
have patience till these young Chris­ 
tians have tim e to reach the full ma­ 
turity of their powers. 
Jesus the har­ 
vester of this parable knew when to 
put in the sickle, viz., when the fruit 
is “ripe,” (v. 29, R. V.) 
The Main Truth. 
Looking back over history his was 
indeed "less than all the seeds in the 
earth,” yet he set into motion those 
principles 
and 
powers 
th a t 
have 
caused his kingdom lo become great 
in the earth (Isa. 9:7.) 
Under the 
branches of this kingdom have lodged 
the weary and the stricken ones. The 
birds of the air symbolize the gather­ 
ing together of the nations of the 
earth that they may take refuge un­ 
der the sheller and shadow of the 
kingdom of God, see Ezek. 17, Daniel 
4, etc. 
We must beware of fanciful 
Interpretations or applications. 
The 
main truth is that almost without ex­ 
ception the beginnings of all great 
movements in the kingdom of God 
have been like mustard seed, small 
but exceeding great in their growth. 
W itness such moral developm ents as 
the slavery question. 
Compare the 
present day temperance agitation with 
what it amounted to one hundred, yes, 
twenty-flve years ago. 
The sam e can 
be said of countless 
other 
“move­ 
ments.” 
For the third parable that of the 
leaven which a woman hjd in the 
three measures of meal w e need to re­ 
fer to Paul’s inspired words as record­ 
ed in I Cor. 5:5-7 and Gal. 5:8-9. Here 
Paul explicitly tells us that leaven is 
a type of sin. 
That w e who are in 
Christ are a new lump, unleavened. 
That the old leaven is that of malice 
and wickedness, but that we who have 
put away leaven are the bread of sin­ 
cerity and truth. 
What do we there­ 
fore infer? 
Viz., that as growing up 
alongside the good sfed shall 
also 
crow the tares with fruitage of death 
.rid decay.
